REVOCATION OF WINE 
PERMITS CAUSES 
TANGLE 


Return of District Attorney 
George H. Johnson From 
North Awaited Before Fur- 
ther Action Is Taken 


County dry officers are 
marking time until District At- 
torney George H. Johnson ar- 
rives from the north to en- 
nounce his opinion of. the ef- 
fect of revocation by Assistant 
Secretary Andrews, of the 
reasury department, of wine 
permits. 


The revocation order came 
as a jolt to the tranquility of 
the wine-making residents « of 
California, to whom thousands 
of the 200-gallon ‘‘fruit juice’’ 
permits as they are called were 
issued by the Internal Revnue 
Department. In San Bernar- 
dino County it has been the 
practice of dry officers to ig- 
nore persons who made 200 
gallons or less of ‘‘fruit juice’’ 
under tthe permits, unless evi- 
dence was received that the 
liquor was being sold. 

Thousands of heads of house- 

holds, having secured ‘‘per- 
mits’’ from the internal rev- 
enue department, have annual- 
ly manufactured wine for home 
consumption in this state. The 
permits were issued under a 
provision of a pre-prohibition 
revenue act and exempted the 
holders from paying internal 
revenue taxes on home-made 
wine up to a limit of 200 gal- 
lons for’each head of a house- 
hold. Before prohibition such 
an exemption was really a per- 
mit for home manufacture of 
wine; under prohibition it has 
meant little—merely that the 
me could make a non-in- 
toxicating fruit juice. 
The new order of the na- 
therefore, is meaningless in the 
eyes of the experts, but its 
promulgation has brought 
home to the individual house- 
holder that he has-not and has 
not heretofore had the legal 
right to manufacture wine in- 
toxiecating in fact.

New England Holds a Town 
Meeting 


(Christian Science Monitor) 

Changing conditions bring new problems. 
This is as true in New England as in Old 
England. It is true in every country and in 
every community. Just now it is interesting 
to observe that both in Great Britain and 
New England there has come a realization 
that the new problems which changing com- 
mercial and economic conditions have brought 
will not solve themselves, and that their early 
solution is vital to the welfare and prosperity 
of the people most concerned. Industrial de- 
velopment is spreading and broadening with 
amazing rapidity. The effects of this devel- 
opment, long foreseen, have in recent years 
manifested themselves, with the result that 
industrial centers which once more or less 
completely dominated not only tributary but 
distant markets have been compelled to yield 
supremacy in many lines of manufacture and 
trade. 

The situations described are, in a sense, 
analogous. Old England’s colonies are achiev- 
ing that growth and prosperity which their 
natural advantages and the initiative of their 
people promised. New England, in the years 
since its earliest settlement, has seen a desired 
and inevitable development embrace the vast 
territory to the west and south. It could not 
have been expected, much less hoped, that 
this steady march of civilization would not 
upset and disarrange economie and industrial 
schedules established under the older order. 
Just as England must adjust herself to new 
conditions, so must New England adapt her- 
self and her industries to the changed condi- 
tions which she faces. 

This is not announced as a discovery. 
Thoughtful and resourceful men and women 
in the six states embraced in New England’s 
territory have long realized their economic 
condition. Whey have no wish that the pro 
gressive development, industrial and commer- 
cial, which is going on about them in other 
sections of the United States, be halted. No
